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Report  of  the  Anditing  Committee. 


To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny  : 

Gentlemen — The  Committee  appointed 
to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Citj,  and  the  several  City  OflGl- 
cers,  for  the  year  1864,  respectfully  report — 

That  they  have  discharged  the  duties  assigned  them,  as  far 
as  their  limited  time  and  the  manner  of  keeping  the  accounts 
would  permit,  and  present  herewith  an  abstract  of  the 
Treasurer's  Account,  also  a  statement  showing,  as  far  as  they 
could  ascertain  the  same  from  the  City  Records,  the  financial 
condition  of  the  Corporation. 

It  is  expected  that  the  several  Standing  Committees  of 
Council,  to  whose  care  and  oversight  are  committed  appro- 
priate branches  of  the  City  interests,  will,  as  usual,  report 
the  state  of  the  accounts  of  the  City  Officers  subject  to  their 
control ;  all  of  which  accounts  have  been  examined  and  set- 
tled by  the  Committee.  '  The  accounts  of  those  Officers  for 
whom  there  are  no  Standing  Committees,  are  herewith  re- 
ported, to  wit : 

Alexander  Maxwell,  Inspector  of  Wood  and  Bark,  reports 
having  collected  $12  31  of  fees,  of  which  he  has  retained 
seventy-five  per  cent,  or  $9  24,  as  commissions,  and  the  bal- 
ance, $3  07,  he  has  paid  to  the  Treasurer. 

Alexander  Maxwell,  Inspector  of  Salt,  reports  that  he  has 
inspected,  during  the  year  1864,  28,511  packages  (barrels  and 
sacks)  of  salt,  the  fees  for  which  amount  to  $902  12 ;  In- 
spector's commissions,  $676  59;  paid  to  Treasurer,  $34  60; 
amount  due  City,  $190  93.  Mr.  Maxwell  claims  that  there  is 
$334  54  of  the  above  fees  remaining  uncollected,  Messrs. 
Owen  &  Kennedy,  the  parties  procuring  the  inspection,  refus- 
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ing  tt)  pay  the  same.  The  Committee  have  instructed  Mr. 
Maxwell  to  put  the  claim  into  the  hands  of  the  City  Solicitor 
for  collection,  and  respectfully  recommend  to  the  Councils 
that  the  ordinance  of  the  Citj-  in  relation  to  the  inspection  of 
salt  be  so  amended  as  to  provide  for  a  more  summary  mode 
of  collecting  fees. 

The  Mayor  reports  the  sum  of  $1,852  12  collected  from 
fines,  forfeitures,  &c.,  for  1864,  against  the  sum  of  $502  00  for 
the  previous  year;  showing  an  increase  of  $1,351  12,  all  of 
which  has  been  paid  by  him  into  the  Treasury. 

Wm.  F.  Anderson,  Weigh  Master  2d  Ward  Scales,  reports 
having  collected  $2,296  19  of  fees  ;  commissions,  $823  37  ; 
balance,  paid  to  Treasurer,  $1,472  82. 

William  Scandrett,  Weigh  Master  at  Diamond  Scales  from 
January  till  April,  reports  having  received  $391  50  of  fees ; 
commissions,  $195  73  ;  balance,  paid  to  Treasurer,  $195  75. 

John  A.  White,  Weigh  ^faster  at  Diamond  Scales  from 
April  till  December,  reports  having  received  $1,112  71  of 
fees;  commissions,  $556  36;  balance,  paid  to  Treasurer, 
$550  35.  The  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  compen- 
sation received  by  Mr.  White  is  verj^  small  for  the  labor  and 
services  performed,  and  respectfully  recommend  Councils  to 
allow  him  some  additional  salary  for  the  past  year. 

Duncan  Dallas,  Clerk  of  the  Market,  reports  the  following 
as  the  revenue  received  from  the  markets,  to  wit :  Butchers' 
stalls,  $5,602  50;  garden  stalls,  $2,988  50;  day  stalls,  $2,567  80; 
corner  rooms,  $1,587  50  ;  bonus  received  since  January,  1864, 
$205  00;  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  $12,951  30— less 
$27  50  rent  due  from  Moses  Howard,  uncollected ; — all  of 
which,  Mr.  Dallas  has  exhibited  satisfactory  evidence,  has 
been  disposed  of  as  directed  by  tbe  Market  Commissioners. 

The  Collectors  of  taxes  for  the  First,  Third,  and  Fourth 
Wards  have  settled  and  closed  their  accounts.  James  Miller, 
Esq.,  the  Collector  for  the  Second  Ward,  for  the  years  1862 
and  1863,  has  neglected  to  appear  before  the  Committee,  and 
consequently  his  accounts  remain  unsettled. 

In  auditing  the  accounts  of  the  Collectors  of  taxes,  the 
Committee  were  compelled,  for  want  of  time  to  suiKciently 
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investijyate  the  same,  to  allow  each  of  the  Collectors  a  ei'edit 
for  a  long  list  of  alleged  lost  and  uncollected  taxes,  amount- 
ing, in  the  three  accounts  settled,  to  the  aggregate  sum  of 
$2,599  36.  Two  thirds  of  this  amount,  or  over  $1,600  00,  is 
claimed  hy  the  Collector  of  the  4th  Ward,  for  the  years  1862 
and  1863,  and  if  the  other  Collector  had  reported,  it  is  esti- 
matod  that  the  total  amount  of  lost  and  uncollected  taxes 
Avould  have  approached  $4,000  00  for  the  two  years.  The 
Committee  are  satisfied,  from  the  slight  examinatiou  they 
have  been  enabled  to  make,  that  a  reasonable  proportion  of 
these  taxes  could  have  been  collected  had  the  proper  exer- 
tions been  made.  A  large  amount  of  this  loss  in  taxes  is 
attributed  to  the  failure  of  the  Assessors  to  describe  correctly 
and  definitely  the  persons  and  property  upon  which  the  taxes 
are  assessed. 

The  Committee  earnestly  recommend  to  the  Councils  the 
absolute  necessity  of  creating  the  office  of  City  Controller, 
and  placing  therein  a  competent  accountant,  who  would 
have  continued  oversight  of  the  accounts  of  all  the  City 
Officers,  compelling  them  to  make  monthly,  or  ofteuer,  re- 
ports of  their  collections  and  claims  for  allowance,  so  that 
each  item  may  receive  promptlj^  the  necessary  scrutiny;  be- 
sides, it  being  the  opinion  of  the  law  officer  of  the  City,  that 
we  would  be  liable  for  any  warrants  which  the  incumbent  of 
the  Mayor's  Office  might  issue,  although  totally  unauthorized 
by  the  Councils,  such  an  officer  as  Controller  would  operate 
as  a  check  upon,  or  absolute  preventive  of,  any  depredations 
of  this  kind  upon  the  Treasury. 

The  Committee  believe  that  nearly  a  sufiicieut  amount 
could  be  saved  by  such  officer  out  of  the  single  item  of  lost 
and  uncollected  taxes,  to  pay  a  fair  salary  to  a  competent 
man,  who,  by  devoting  his  time  and  attention  to  the  supervi- 
sion and  scrutiny  of  the  accounts  of  the  City  and  its  Officers, 
requiring  frequent  reports  from  all,  would  not  only  keep  the 
accounts  posted  and  always  in  such  a  state  as  would  enable 
him  to  inform  the  Councils  and  tax-payers,  at  any  time,  as  to 
their  condition,  but,  besides,  it  would  relieve  the  members  of 
Council  from  the  onerous  burthen  of  devoting,  annually, 
every  night  for  two  or  three  weeks  to  the  troublesome  and 
unsatisfactory  labors  of  the  Auditino;  Committee. 
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We  take  pleasure  in  testifying  to  the  promptness  of  the 
several  officers  (with  the  exception  hereinbefore  mentioned) 
in  making  their  reports,  and  paying  over  the  money  in 
their  hands.

To  the  Honorable  the  Select  and  Common 

Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny  ; 

Gentlemen — The  Committee  on  Streets 
would  respectfully  submit  their  Annual  Report  of  work  done^ 
and  materials  furnished  for  streets,  during  the  3'ear  1864, 
with  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  grading  and  paving  com- 
pleted in  1864 ;  also  tabular  statements  showing  the  amounts 
collected  and  paid  to  the  Contractors,  and  the  amounts  yet 
due;  all  of  which  is  fully  set  forth  in  the  tabular  statement 
which  accompanies  this  report. 

The  amount  expended  by  direct  order  of  the  Committee, 
and  for  which  warrants  were  ordered  by  Councils,  to  be 
drawn  on  the  Treasurer,  for  cleaning  and  repairing  streets, 
bridges,  &c.,  in  1864,  amounted  to  |4,193  34,  viz :

Since  the  enactment  of  the  law  by  the  Legislature,  in  1849, 
known  as  the  "  Grading  and  Paving  Law,"  there  has  been 
graded  and  paved,  within  the  City  limits,  streets  and  alleys 
fronting  miles,  at  a  cost  to  the  property  holders  and  city 
authorities,  of  $321,782  98,  of  which  amount  there  has  been 
collected  and  paid  over  to  the  Contractors  the  sum  of 
$312,047  20,  leaving  a  balance  yet  due  on  all  the  streets  and 
alleys  of  only  $9,735  78. 
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The  high  price  of  materials  and  labor  prevented  the  Com- 
mittee from  entering  extensively  into  contracts  for  grading 
and  paving,  in  1864.  Only  two  separate  contracts  were 
awarded,  viz:  Ohio  Lane,  which  has  been  completed,  and 
the  streets  around  the  Public  Square,  which  have  not  entirely 
been  finished.  The  cost  of  the  said  contract,  so  far  as  com- 
pleted, amounts  to  $15,321  46,  assessed  as  follows,  viz :  To 
the  property,  $14,498  99  ;  to  the  City,  $822  47,  of  which 
amount  there  has  been  collected  and  paid  to  the  Contractors 
the  sum  of  $6,345  61,  leaving  a  balance  yet  due  on  said 
streets  of  $8,975  85. 

Of  the  balance  ($5,461  98)  due  January  1st,  1864,  on  streets 
that  were  graded  and  paved  prior  to  that  date,  there  has  been 
collected  and  paid  to  the  proper  parties  $4,702  05,  leaving  a 
balance  yet  due  of  $759  93,  the  greater  part  of  which  is  in 
litigation,  and  must  be  collected  through  Court;  all  of  which 
is  fully  set  forth  in  the  tabular  statement  accompanying 
this  report. 

This  very  gratifying  result  is  entirely  owing  to  the  inde- 
fatigable energy  of  Mr.  A.  Hobson,  the  Street  Commissioner, 
who  has  made  the  foregoing  collections  and  disbursements. 
He  has  also  succeeded  in  collecting  $100  00  of  interest  on  old 
claims  due  the  City.  With  the  very  limited  means  and  ap- 
propriations at  his  disposal,  he  has  kept  the  streets  and  alley.-; 
in  as  good  condition  as  possible,  and  we  hazard  nothing  i]i 
saying  he  has  done  his  whole  duty  to  our  entire  satisfaction.

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ANNUAL  ASSESSMENT  REPORT 

OF    THE 

ASSESSOR  OF  WATER  RENTS. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Select  and  Common 

Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny : 

Gentlemen — The  Annual  Assessments 
of  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  water  for  the  year  commencing 
April  the  first,  1864,  is  not  fully  completed,  owing  to  the  in- 
troduction, the  past  year,  of  water-meters  on  many  of  the 
manufacturing  establishments  throughout  the  City  and  vi- 
cinity, and  as  the  assessments  on  these  establishments  is 
made  quarterly  by  Mr.  J.  Alston,  Superintendent  of  the 
Water  Works,  I  am  not  prepared  at  this  date  to  report  the 
amount  of  the  assessment  in  full  for  the  year,  but  will  ap- 
proximate as  near  as  can  be,  and,  if  desired  by  Councils,  the 
affe-re^ate  amounts  can  be  given  at  an  early  date  in 
April,  1865. 

Gentlemen,  it  will  be  remembered,  at  the  close  of  the  year 

1863  and  the  beginning  of  1864,  the  greater  portion  of  the 
cattle  dealers  removed  their  places  of  business  from  the  Second 
Ward,  Allegheny  City,  which  has  caused  a  falling  off  of  $1,150 
water' tax,  and  but  a  comparatively  small  number  of  new 
buildings  have  been  erected  in  the  City  the  past  year; 
yet  I  take  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  increase  from  water 
rents  for  the  year  1864  has  exceeded  my  expectation.  The 
amount  of  the  rates  assessed,  exclusive  of  the  meters,  is 
$47,544  31 ;  assessments  on  meters,  up  to  last  of  December, 

1864  were  §6,  683  31  ;  averaging  the  present  quarter  by  the 
former  one,  is  $1,670  82,  making  $8,354  13.  Two  tanneries 
and  one  edge-tool  factory,  where  meters  are  not  put  on,  but 
counting  them  at  last  year's  rates,  would  be  $520  00;  this 
considered,  the  amount  of  the  assessments  would  be  $56,- 
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418  45,  making  an  increase  of  $5,891  91  over  last  year.  The 

amount  assessed  for  business  tax  is  $1,600  50,  being  an  in- 
crease of  $277  75  over  last  year. 

The  following  is  a  detailed  report  of  the  assessments  made 
in  Allegheny  City  and  vicinity  on  the  various  establish;nents 
and  dwellings  using  hydrant  water  exclusive  of  the  water- 
meters,  the  number  of  dwellings  and  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  City  not  supplied  with  City  water,  and  the 
number  of  new  buildings  erected  during  the  past  year.  The 
assessment  is  as  follows :

The  number  of  families  now  supplied  with  water  from  the 
Works  is  6,213,  being  an  increase  over  last  year  of  91  fami- 
lies. In  1863  there  were  forty-eight  dwellings,  four  saw-mills, 
one  lead  factory,  one  turning  shop,  and  one  steel  works  un- 
supplied  with  City  water.  There  yet  remains  forty-two 
dwellings,  three  saw-mills,  one  lead  factory,  one  turning  shop, 
and  one  steel  works  unsupplied  with  Citj  water.  The 
greater  portion  of  these  houses  are  located  in  the  First 
and  Second  Wards.  During  the  past  year  78  new  build- 
ings have  been  erected  in  the  City,  at  a  cost  of  |299,578, 
apportioned  as  follows :  First  AVard,  23 ;  SecondWard,  26 ; 
Third  Ward,  11;  Fourth  Ward,  18.  Of  this  number  54 
were  dwellings.  Over  three-fourths  of  the  new  buildings 
have  been  completed  and  are  tenanted.  The  remainder 
will  be  finished  early  in  the  Spring.  The  greater  portion 
of  the  dwellings  were  of  medium  size,  and  of  that  class 
in  such  general  demand  that  twice  the  number  might  be 
rented.  The  City  is  gradually  increasing  in  population  and 
buildings,  and  with  proper  care  and  attention  to  the  assess- 
ments, a  corresponding  increase  may  be  expected  in  the  reve- 
nues from  water  rents. 
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Gentlemen,  in  closing  up  my  official  relations,  at  the  end 
of  another  year,  permit  me  to  return  you  my  sincere  thanks 
for  the  uniform  confidence  and  trust  reposed  in  me  during 
the  entire  period  I  have  occupied  the  office  of  Water 
Assessor.

Report  of  tlie  Committee  on  Engines. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Select  and  Common 

Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny : 

Gentlemen — The  Committee  on  Fire 
Engines,  in  making  their  Annual  Statement,  would  respect- 
fully report,  that  they  have  succeeded  in  organizing  com- 
panies for  the  steam  fire  engines  Hope  and  General  Grant, 
each  company  consisting  of  an  engineer,  driver,  and  eight 
hose  directors,  at  a  cost,  for  a  part  of  the  year  1864,  of 
§2,045  63;  and  four  hoises  have  been  purchased,  the  four 
costing  $1,100.  One  thousand  feet  of  10-inch  hose  have 
been  purchased,  costing  $1,522  10,  which  was  equally  dis- 
tributed between  the  steamers.  The  companies  have  each 
purchased  a  horse,  and  have  had  their  reels  fitted  up  accord- 
ingly, at  their  own  expense,  making,  we  believe,  as  splendid 
and  as  efiicient  a  fire  organization  as  can  be  found  in  any  part 
of  the  State.  The  whole  cost  thus  far  has  been  §10,975  91, 
as  follows  :

For  the  purpose  of  exercising  the  horses  daily,  the  Com- 
mittee were  authorized  by  Councils  to  procure  a  suitable 
wagon,  the  same  to  be  used  alternately  by  both  companies, 
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and  while  the  new  one  was  building,  a  hired  wagon  answered 
the  purpose.  The  whole  cost  of  wagon,  hose,  and  repair  of 
hose,  for  both  companies,  was  $1,891  70,  as  follows:

There  are  still  in  existence,  and  under  the  control  of  Coun- 
cils, two  hose  companies,  the  Reliance  and  Washington,  and 
they  are  both,  as  regards  organization,  very  efficient ;  but 
their  efficiency  is  rendered  almost  a  nullity  for  want  of  a 
supply  of  good  hose.  Those  now  in  their  possession  are 
nearly  useless.  They  have  become  so  worn  that  it  is  impos- 
sible to  keep  them  in  repair.  In  this  connection  the  Com- 
mittee would  respectfully  suggest  to  the  in-coming  Councils 
to  take  immediate  steps  to  procure  five  hundred  feet  of  hose 
for  each  company,  and  place  the  organization,  in  relation  to 
pay,  on  the  same  footing  as  those  employed  on  the  steamers.

Gentlemen — The  Committee  on  Po- 
lice, in  compliance  with  the  ordinance  of  May,  1864,  authori- 
zing the  Police  Committee  to  organize  a  day  and  night 
police,  for  the  better  protection  of  the  city,  have  the  pleasure 
to  report  that  they  have  attended  to  the  duty  enjoined  upon 
them,  and  have  now  an  organized  day  police,  consisting  of 
one  Chief  of  Police  and  four  subordinates,  and  a  night 
watch,  consisting  of  one  Captain,  one  Lieutenant,  and  twelve 
subordinates,  all  of  whom  we  believe  are  good,  trustworthy, 
and  reliable  men,  who  will  compare  favorably  with  any  simi- 
lar force. 

The  watch-boxes  that  were  ordered  by  Councils — two  for 
each  ward — have  been  procured,  fitted  up  with  suitable 
stoves,  and  located  in  different  parts  of  the  city,  at  a  cost  of 
$186  60,  as  follows:

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Report  of  the  City  Solicitor. 

To  the  Ronorable  the  Select  and  Common 

Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny : 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  herewith  my  Annual  Report  for  1864. 

In  my  last  report,  I  stated  that  the  first  proceedings  with 
reference  to  the  opening  of  Allegheny  avenue  had  not  been 
confirmed,  and  that  the  new  proceedings  of  Councils  with 
reference  to  that  important  thoroughfare  had  been  stayed  by 
your  Honorable  Bodies. 

It  appeared  that  the  avenue,  as  originally  laid  out,  traversed 
property  of  the  Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  Rail- 
way Company,  from  Franklin  street  to  Island  lane,  and  that 
the  Company  had  already  commenced  the  construction  of 
necessary  and  expensive  buildings,  partly  on  the  line  of  the 
street,  so  that,  waiving  the  question  of  the  legal  right  of  the 
City  to  appropriate  the  Company's  ground  for  the  purpose  of 
a  thoroughfare,  the  damages  occasioned  to  the  Company  by 
the  persistence  of  the  City  in  opening  the  street,  as  originally 
laid  out,  would  have  been,  in  all  probability,  excessively 
onerous  on  parties  benefitted. 

It  further  appeared  that  already,  at  or  near  Franklin 
street,  many  tracks  were  laid  across  the  line  of  the  proposed 
avenue,  and  tiiat  many  more  would  be  rendered  necessary  by 
the  proposed  new  buildings  and  improvements  of  the  Com- 
pany, so  that  travel  across  the  same  would  be  inconvenient 
and  hazardous. 

It  further  appeared  that  an  outlet  to  Island  lane,  from  the 
avenue,  could  be  advantageously  gained  by  a  slight  diverg- 
ence near  Franklin  street,  to  that  street;  then  by  Franklin 
street  to  Bidwell  street,  and  thence  to  Island  lane. 
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It  was  accojrdingly  determined  to  limit  tlie  extent  of  Al- 
legheny avenue  to  a  point  one  hundred  and  four  (104)  feet 
south  of  I^ranklin  street;  to  open  a  new  diagonal  street  from 
that  point  to  Franklin  street  one  hundred  and  ninety-one 
and  one-half  (191^)  feet  east  of  Bidwell  street,  of  the  width 
of  sixty  feet;  and  to  widen  Bidwell  street,  from  Franklin 
street  to  Island  lane,  to  forty  feet.  Proper  ordinances  were 
passed,  and  viewers  appointed  for  each  of  the  three  streets. 

The  Railway  Company,  being  desirous  of  having  its  prop- 
ert}^  undivided,  for  the  more  thorough  accommodation  of  its 
work-shops,  tracks,  &c.,  petitioned  your  Honorable  Bodies  to 
vacate  certain  alleys  in  the  Hazelton  plan  of  lots,  in  the  Sec- 
ond Ward,  they  owning  all  the  property  which  said  alleys 
could  affect,  aud  the  Special  Committee,  to  which  the  same 
was  referred,  agreed  with  the  Company — which  agreement 
Avas  ratified  by  the  Couucils — -that  the  City  would  consent  to 
the  vacation  of  those  alleys,  the  Railway  Company  to  pay 
the  City  twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  as  compensation  for  the 
land  gained  by  them  in  the  use  of  said  alleys,  and  to  assume 
and  pay  all  the  damages  occasioned  by  opening  the  new  diag- 
onal street,  referred  to,  and  the  widening  of  Bidwell  street. 
Out  of  the  said  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  was  to 
be  deducted  the  amount  of  all  benefits  assessed  upon  the 
Company  for  the  opening  of  Allegheny  avenue. 

The  viewers,  on  the  three  streets  referred  to,  presented  their 
reports,  which  were  approved  by  your  Honorable  Bodies,  and 
filed  in  Court  for  affirmation.  The  reports  as  to  the  diagonal 
street  and  Bidwell  street  were  not  excepted  to,  and  were  duly 
confirmed.  The  Railway  Company  paid  to  me  the  benefits 
assessed,  and  the  sums  so  received  were  disbursed  by  myself 
to  the  proper  parties,  except  on  Bidwell  -street,  of  which  I 
have  three  hundred  dollars  assessed  in  favor  of  a  lot  the 
owner  of  which  is  unknown  at  present.  The  Kailway  Com- 
pany also  paid  to  me  the  sum  of  twanty-five  hundred 
dollars  referred  to,  w^hich  was  by  me  handed  over  to 
the  City  Treasurer,  and  I  thereupon,  as  Solicitor  for 
the  City,  filed  the  consent  of  the  City  to  the  vacation 
of  the  said  alleys,  in  the  legal  proceedings  instituted  by 
the  Company  for  their  vacation.     Numerous  exceptions  were 
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filed  to  the  report  as  to  Allegheny  avenue,  some  being  based 
on  the  right  ot  beneficiaries" on  said  street  to  the  sum  received 
by  the  City  from  "the  Railway  Company;  and  others  on  al- 
leged improper  assessm6hts-'of  benefits,  and  unconstitution- 
ality of  the  law  under  which  said  proceedings  were  instituted. 

It  has  been  suggested  to  me  that  if  your -Honorable  Bodies' 
would  so  appropriate  the  railway  fund,  perhaps  all  exceptions 
would  be  withdrawn,  and  this  important  thoroughfare  speed- 
ily opened  to  the  public.  I  can  see  no  claim  which  they  can 
have  upon  the  fund,  for  it  was  not  procured  by  any  infringe- 
ment of  their  rights,  but  for  considerations  to,  which  they 
were  strangers. .  They  are  called  upon  only  to  pay  for  bene- 
fits which  competent  viewers,  upon  their  oaths,  ^ay  they  will 
actually  receive  by  the  opening  of  the  avenue  as  now  laid 
out,  and  hence,  if  they  should  participate  in  this  fund  they 
will  not  only  receive  full  consideration  for  the  amounts  as- 
sessed upon  them,  but  also  a  fund  which  has  accrued  to  and 
belongs  to  the  citizens  at  large,  who  do  not  receive  any  of 
the  benefits  arising  from  the  opening  of  the  avenue.  I  can- 
not, therefore,  recommend  the  appi'opriation  as  based  upon 
any  claim  of  right,  or  say  that  the  said  exceptions  are  well 
founded"  or  will' be  sustained.  ■>  The  expediency  of  such  ap- 
propriation is  a  question  for  your  Honorable  Bodies. 

If  the  case  proceeds,  the  question  may  soon  be  argued  in 
the  Court  below..  Whichever  way  decided,  the  case  will, 
doubtless,  be  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court,  when  the  law  will 
be  thoroughly  construed  in  every  respect. 

The  statutory  time  having  elapsed,  I  have  proceeded  to  the 
collection  of  assessments  for  the  opening  of  Monterey  street, 
Hezlep's  alley,  and  River  avenue.  But  two  assessments  on 
the  last  named  thoroughfare  remain  to  be  paid ;  about  half 
on  Hezlep's  alley ;  and  the  bulk  on  Monterey  street. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  I  presented  several 
bills  relative  to  city  interests,  which  have  been  enacted  into 
laws.  One  of  them  is  designed  to  meet  a  difliculty  in  rela- 
tion to  the  security  of  the  liens  ot  city  assessments,  and  pro- 
vides that  such  liens  shall  not  be  divested  by  any  judicial 
sale,  as  respects  so  much  thereof  as  the  proceeds  of  such  sale 
may  be  insuflicient  to  discharge  and  pay.  I  think  the  liens 
of  the  city  are  now  as  carefully  protected  as  possible. 
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Another  act  provides  a  summary  and  efEective  mode  to  se- 
cure th-e  repair  and  re-paving  of  any  portion  of  side-walk  at 
the  expense  of  the  owper.  Notice  to  repaii:  or  re-pave  within 
ten  days  is  required  to  be  given  to  the  owner,  and,in  case  of 
default,  the  necessary  work  is  to  be  done  by  the  Street  Com- 
missioner.  If  the  costs  and  expenses  are  not  paid  by  the 
owner  within  ten  days  after  demand  made,  the  same  may  be 
collected  by  process  of  law  in  a  manner  similar  to  the  mode 
of  procedure  in  grading  and  paving  claims. 

Another  act  appoints  commissioners  with  power  to  con- 
struct additional  Water  Works  for  the  city  of  Allegheny. 
The  commissioners  are  James  Marshall,  Joseph  Kirkpatrick, 
Henry  Irwin,  J.  L.  L.  Knox,  and  William  Smith. 

I  would  respectfully  recall  to  your  Honorable  Bodies  the 
legislation  of  1858,  which  gives  to  the  city  power  to  appro- 
priate all  or  any  part  of  the  common  grounds  for  pur- 
poses of  improvement,  by  the  passage  of  ordinances  therefor, 
which  shall  be  published  for  three  weeks  in  two  papers 
printed  in  Pittsburgh.  Commoners  can  have  the  damages 
sustained  by  them,  hy  the  divesting  of  the  right  of  common 
therein,  by  applying  to  the  next  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions 
thereafter.  Such  an  ordinance  was  passed  in  1858,  but  was 
not  published  as  required.  I  would  recommend  that  the 
said  ordinance  be  now  published.  As  the  city  is  growing 
rapidly  and  its  residences  are  eagerly  sought  for,  at  high 
reuts,  it  may  be  desirable  at  some  time  for  your  Honorable 
Bodies  to  further  enhance  tlie  attractions  of  the  city  by  the 
improvement  of  the  public  grounds  of  the  city,  as  a  prelimi- 
nary to  which  the  requirements  of  the  act  referred  to  must 
be  complied  with. 

The  act  conferring  power  for  the  arrest  and  punishment  of 
professional  thieves '  has '  been  extended  to  the  city  of 
Allegheny.  ... 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  an  act  was  passed 
creating  the  office  of  Fire  Marshal  for  Allegheny  County, 
which  invests  that  officer  with  large  powers.  He  has  control 
of  the  citizens  and  the  police  and  constabulary  forces  of  the 
city,  in  case  of  fire :  he  has  the  powers  of  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  to  a  certain  extent,  and  may  direct  his  warrants  of 
arrest  to  the  constables  of  the^i^y^  and  all  are  subject  to  heavy 
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penalties  for  refusal  to  obey  his  orders.  By  a  supplement  he 
is  prohibited  from  exercising  authority  over  any  member  of 
any  fire  company  organization,  when  actually  engaged  in 
putting  out  tires,  or  in  saving  property  at  tires. 

As  the  Fire  Department  of  the  city  of  Allegheny  is  mainly 
owned  by  the  city,  and  is  controlled  and  operated  by  c  mpe- 
tent,  paid  employees  of  the  city,  it  is  evident  that  the  supple- 
ment, while  releasing  the  department  of  Pittsburgh,  does  not 
protect  us,  but  leaves  the  whole  department  of  Allegheny, 
involving  such  heavy  cost  in  its  orgauizatiolj  and  mainte- 
nance, subject  to  the  Fire  Marshal,  in  whose  appointment 
the  city  has  no  voice, — to  the  exclusion  of  the  committees  of 
Councils,  the  officials  of  the  city,  and  the  employees,  specially 
selected  by  Councils,  to  whom  the  management  has  been  en- 
trusted. To  this  discrimination  against  the  city  I  wish  to 
direct  your  attentiou  for  such  action  as  you  may  see  proper. 
There  seem  to  me  to  be  other  objections  to  the  act. 

The  Leo-islature  has  also  extended  the  Vehicle  License  act 
of  1860  to  Duquesne  and  other  b'  roughs,  by  reason  whereof 
the  rates  of  lieense  adopted  and  legally  enforced  by  said 
boroughs  must  govern,  notwithstanding  the  agreement  of 
the  cities  of  Pittsburgh  and  Allegheny  for  the  construction 
of  the  said  act.  So  that  henceforth  the  city  cannot  exact 
license  from  those  whom  the  said  boroughs  may  le- 
gally license. 

The  City  Code  is  entirely  completed,  and  has  been  enacted 
into  law.  The  index  and  several  other  matters  to  be  em- 
braced in  the  City  Digest  are  also  nearly  completed,  and  the 
whole  work  within  a  few  days  will  be  ready  for  distribution. 
The  delay  has  been  mainly  caused  by  the  difficulty  of  pro- 
curing revises  of  the  Code  by  your  Honorable  Bodies,  and  by 
the  press  of  other  work  on  the  printers.  I  would  most  re- 
spectfully suggest  that  thirty  copies  of  the  Digest  be  hand- 
somely bound  for  presentation  to  other  municipal  corpora- 
tions, and  officers,  similar  to  the  style  adopted  in  Pittsburgh 
and  other  cities. 

In  this  conftaction,  and  ^vith  reference  to  the  approach  of 
the  election  of  city  officers,  I  would- state  that  the  City  Code 
provides  for  the  election  of  Assessor  of  City  Taxes — a  new 
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office  created  by  said  Code,  the  salary  of  which  has  been 
fixed  at  one  hundred  dollars — the  said  Assessor  being  re- 
quired to  give  bond  in  five  hundred  dollars.  It  is  made  his 
duty  to  return  to  the  Treasurer,  before  the  first  of  June,  an- 
nually, a  just  and  perfect  list,  for  each  ward,  in  alphabetical 
order,  of  all  taxable  persons  and  property  therein. 

I  have  been  urged  by  citizens  to  call  the  attention  of 
Councils  to  the  fact  that  while  the  laws  of  the  city  are  so 
framed  as  to  secure  the  weighing  of  hay  on  the  public  scales, 
for  the  protection  of  the  public,  vendors  of  oats  and  corn  are 
not  so  required,  and  that  every  citizen  who  has  occasion  to 
purchase  the  same  must  do  so  without  any  protection.  Be- 
sides, the  sellers  of  these  articles  contribute  nothing  to  the 
support  of  the  city  in  return  for  the  streets  and  markets 
aftbrded  them,  so  far  as  these  products  are  concerned.  As 
the  city  is  now  erecting  scales  which  can  afford  every  facility 
and  security  to  the  purchaser  and  consumer  of  these  articles, 
and  as  it  is  in  contemplation  to  erect  a  separate  grain  market, 
I  would  recommend,  very  respectfully,  that  our  members  of 
the  Legislature  be  requested  to  have  the  necessary  power 
conferred  on  the  city  to  weigh  oats  and  corn  on  the  public 
scales.  The  Legislature  has  fixed  the  M'eight  of  oats  at 
thirty  pounds  to  the  bushel,  but  provides  no  sufficient  safe- 
guard for  consumers. 

An  indictment  against  the  'executors  of  John  Lnvin,  de- 
ceased, for  nuisance,  in  obstructing  that  part  of  the  public 
highway  known  as  ITelson's  Island,  has  been  found,  trans- 
ferred to  the  District  Court,  and  will  be  tried  in  February.

The  first  six  months  of  the  year  Wm.  Scandrett,  Esq.,  was 
Superintendent,  and,  therefore,  the  above  report  includes  the 
expenditure  incurred  by  both.  For  your  information  I  beg 
to  report  the  eflfect  of  the  improvements  introduced  during 
my  administration,  which  I  do  in  order  to  show  your  honor- 
able bodies  that  the  capacity  of  the  machinery  of  the  works 
is  sufficient  to  supply  the  City  for  years  to  come,  with  one 
pair  of  engines,  and  I  beg  you  will  not  misconstrue  it  to  the 
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disadvantage  of  my  predecessor,  who  left  before  the  improve- 
ments were  made. 

The  improvements  made  consist  of  a  new  doctor  to  supply 
boilers ;  change  in  furnace  under  the  boilers;  strainer  on 
end  of  supply  pipe,  and  a  general  overhauling  of  the  ma- 
chinery.    The  Works  are  now  in  excellent  working  order.

To  the  Honorable  the  Select  and  Common 

Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny : 

Gentlemen — The  annual  assessments 
of  rates  to  be  charged  for  water  for  the  year  commencing 
April  1st.,  1865,  is  hot  fully  completed,  owing  to  the  intro- 
duction of  water  meters  in  many  of  the  manufacturing  es- 
tablishments throughout  the  City  and  vicinity,  and  as  the 
assessments  on  these  establishments  are  made  quarterly  by 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Water  Works,  and  the  assess- 
ments for  building  purposes  are  not  completed,  I  am  not 
prepared  at  this  date  to  report  the  amount  of  the  assessment' 
in  full  for  the  year,  but  will  approximate  as  near  as  can  be, 
and,  if  desired  by  Councils,  the  aggregate  amount  can  be 
given  at  an  early  date  in  April  1866.  By  referring  to  last 
year's  report  it  may  be  seen  the  amount  then  reported  was 
$56,418  45,  which  was  not  in  full  for  the  year,  owing  to  the 
same  cause  as  above  stated.  When  the  last  quarter  of  the 
meters  were  taken  for  the  year  1864,  there  was  a  surplus  of 
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$751  81  over  what  it  was  then  averaged  at ;  and  $298  58  for 
water  used  in  new  buildings  over  what  was  then  reported, 
which  makes  $1,050  39  of  a  surplus;  this  added  to  $56,418  45 
would  make  a  total  for  the  year  1864  of  $57,468  84.  So 
long  as  the  water  meter  system  is  in  use  there  cannot  be  a 
correct  report  given  of  the  assessments  until  after  the  first 
of  April  in  each  and  every  year. 

Gentlemen — I  take  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  increase 
from  Water  Rents  for  the  year  1865  has  far  exceeded  my  ex- 
pectations. The  amount  of  the  rates  assessed  in  the  first  and 
second  assessments,  exclusive  of  the  meters  and  other  items 
of  assessments,  is  $58,433  56  ;  assessments  on  meters  up  to 
last  of  December  1865  were  $10,467  85;  averaging  the  pres- 
ent quarter  by  the  former  one,  is  $2,616  96,  making  $13,- 
084  81 ;  assessments  for  building  purposes  $225  00,  not  com- 
pleted ;  three  permits  for  using  hose,  $13  00  ;  assessment  on 
water  carts,  $99  00 ;  these  assessments  when  footed  up 
would  be  $11,855  37,  making  an  increase  of  $14,386  53  over 
last  year.

The  number  of  families  now  supplied  with  water  from  the 
"Works  is  6,288,  being  an  increase  over  last  year  of  seventy- 
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five  families.  In  1864  there  were  forty-two  Dwellings,  three 
Saw  Mills,  one  Lead  Factory,  one  Turning  Shop  and  one 
Steel  Works  unsnpplied  with  City  Water.  There  yet  re- 
main thirty -two  Dwellings,  three  Saw  Mills,  one  Lead  Fac- 
tory, one  Turning  Shop  and  one  Steel  Works  unsupplied 
with  City  Water.  The  greater  portion  of  these  houses  are 
located  in  the  First  and  Second  Wards. 

During  the  past  year  90  new  buildings  have  been  erected 
in  the  City,  at  a  cost  of  $273,000,  apportioned  as  follows  : 
First  Ward,  14  ;  Second  Ward,  29  ;  Third  Ward,  35 ;  Fourth 
Ward,  12.  Of  this  number  60  were  Dwellings.  About  one- 
half  of  the  new  dwellings  have  been  completed  and  are 
tenanted,  the  remainder  will  be  finished  in  the  Spring. 
There  has  also  been  considerable  enlarging,  refitting  and 
altering  going  on  throughout  the  City,  which  does  not  ap- 
pear in  the  above  list.  The  greater  portion  of  the  new 
dwellings  were  of  medium  size,  and  of  that  class  in  such 
general  demand  that  five  times  the  number  might  be  rented. 
The  City  of  Allegheny  needs  some  four  hundred  dwellings 
more  in  order  to  accommodate  its  present  population.  Will 
not  capitalists  invest,  this  coming  season,  in  erecting  suitable 
blocks  of  houses,  so  that  the  many  who  desire  to  obtain  a 
comfortable  dwelling  may  be  accommodated  ?  The  City  is 
gradually  increasing  in  population  and  buildings,  and  with 
proper  care  and  attention  to  the  assessments,  a  correspond- 
ing increase  may  be  expected  in  the  revenues  from  Water 
Rents. 

Gentlemen — In  closing  up  my  official  relations  at  the  end 
of  another  year  permit  me  to  return  you  my  sincere  thanks 
for  the  uniform  confidence  and  trust  reposed  in  me  during 
the  period  I  have  occupied  the  office  of  Water  Assessor.

Gentlemen — The  Committee  on 
Streets  would  respectfully  submit  their  Annual  Report,  set- 
ting forth  the  amount  of  Grading  and  Paving  completed 
during  the  year  1865  ;  also  a  tabular  statement,  showing  the 
amount  of  money  collected  in  1865  and  paid  over  to  the  con- 
tractors, and  the  amounts  yet  due  on  the  several  streets,  ave- 
nues and  alleys,  all  of  which  is  fully  set  forth  in  the  papers 
marked  A  and  B,  which  accompany  this  Report. 

For  the  amount  of  money  expended  by  order  of  Councils 
for  cleaning,  repairing  streets,  bridges,  &c.,  and  for  which 
warrants  have  been  drawn  on  the  Treasurer,  the  Committee 
would  respectfully  refer  Councils  to  the  Report  of  the  City 
Controller. 

Since  the  enactment  of  the  law  by  the  Legislature  in  1849, 
known  as  the  "  Crading  and  Paving  Law,"  there  have  been 
graded  and  paved,  streets,  avenues  and  alleys  within  the  City 
limits,  fronting  25  miles,  at  .a  aoat  to  the  property  holders 
and  the  City  authorities  of  ^m,Q96  76,  of  which  amount 
there  has  been  collected  and  paid  Qver  to  the  proper  parties 
the  sum  of  $337,009  77,  leaving  a  ba|ance  yet  due  and  un- 
collected of  $20,086  99.  Besides  tl^e  foregoing  the  Street 
Commissioner  has  collected  and  paid  ^nto  the  Treasury  old 
claims  which,  together  with  the  interest,  amounted  to 
$1,691  61. 

Tiii«  gratifying  exhibit  is  entirely  due  to  the  care  and  en- 
ergy displayed  by  Mr.  A.  Hohson,  Street  Commissioner,  who, 
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with  the  Hmited  means  at  his  disposal,  has  kept  the 
streets,  avenues  and  alleys  throughout  the  City  in  as  good 
condition  as  possible,  and  we  hazard  nothing  in  saying  their 
condition  will  compare  favorably  with  those  of  any  other 
city.

Gentlemen — The  Committee  on 
Engines,  in  making  their  Annual  Statement  to  Councils, 
would  respectfully  report  that  they  now  have  under  their 
control  an  efl'ective  organization  of  two  Steam  Fire  Engines, 
with  Horses,  Hose,  and  Reels,  all  in  complete  working  or- 
der, and  one  Hose  Company,  located  in  the  Second  Ward, 
with  a  suitable  Reel,  and  sufficient  quantity  of  good  Hose 
ready  for  active  service.  In  the  distribution  of  the  1,500 
feet  of  new  Hose,  the  Committee  gave  the  Steam  Fire  En- 
gines, Grant  and  Hope,  750  feet  each,  and  the  Hose  which 
was  used  by  them  heretofore,  for  about  one  year,  they  gave 
to  the  Hose  Company  above  alluded  to,  500  feet,  and  they 
have  in  reserve  for  some  other  Company,  500  feet  more.  Th  e 
Committee  herewith  append  an  inventory  of  the  property 
under  their  charge.  For  the  amount  expended  in  keeping 
up  the  department  for  the  year  1865,  they  respectfully  refer 
Councils  to  the  report  of  the  City  Controller.

Gentlemen — The  Directors  of  the 
Poor  would  respectfully  report  that,  by  reference  to  the  report 
of  Mr  D.  T.  Johnson,  the  Steward  at  the  City  Farm,  it  will 
be  seen  that  on  January  1st,  1865,  there  were  one  hundred 
inmates;  during  the  year,  69  were  admitted;  5  born;  95 
discharged,  and  7  died,  leaving  yet  in  the  house,  72 — the 
average  inmates  in  the  house  for  the  year  1865  being  89.  Of 
the  above  number,  14  are  in  the  insane  department,  11  males 
and  three  females.

1865,  $8,441  92.  Average  number  of  Inmates,  89.  The 
cost  of  each  per  year,  $94  85  ;  or  $1  82  per  week. 

By  reference  to  the  report  of  Mr.  Johnson  it  will  be  seen 
that  losses  to  the  amount  of  $175  00  were  sustained  by  the 
flood  of  Sept.  11,  1865,  which  sum  the  Directors  believe  be- 
low the  actual  amount. 

By  reference  to  the  same  report  it  will  be  sceu  that  he  has 
given  an  inventory  of  the  stock  (in  separate  items)  now  on 
the  farm,  all  of  which  the  Directors  believe  are  fairly  bal- 
anced, and  amounts  to  $2,405  00. 

The  estimated  receipts  from  outstanding  Taxes  for  1865, 
too:ether  with  bills  receivable  that  are  considered  irood,  and 
the  cash  in  the  Treasury,  will  reduce  our  indebtedness  about 
one-half,  or  say  to  about  $2,000,  against  double  that  amount 
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last  year-.  Taking  last  year's  expenses  as  a  basis  for  calcu- 
lating this  year,  we  estimate  that  a  three-mill  tax  will,  under 
economical  management,  relieve  the  Board  of  debt,  and  we 
most  respectfully  ask  Councils  to  levy  and  collect,  for  main- 
tenance of  the  Poor  of  the  City,  an  amount  eqnal  to  a  three- 
mill  tax. 

Last  year  the  Directors  resolved  to  try  the  experiment  of 
raising  Sorghum,  believing  it  might  prove  profitable,  and 
planted  about  -one  and  three-fourth  acres,  an  excellent  crop 
of  cane  was  the  result,  but  about  one-eighth  of -the  whole 
was  entirely  destroyed  by  the  flood  in  September,  notwith- 
standing the  yield  of  Syrup  was  sufficient  to  pay  all  expense 
of  the  mill,  evaporator  and  fitting  up  the  same. 

The  mill  was  purchased  from  J,  L.  Gill  &  Son,  and  the 
evaporator  from  Mr,  Jacobs,  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  and  they 
have  proved  to  perform  the  work  in  everything  just  as  Mr. 
Jacobs  represented  they  would,  and  we  believe  them  to  be 
the  best  now  in  use,  as  well  as  the  cheapest,  the  whole  cost 
of  mill,  evaporator  and  fitting  up  the  same  being  only  about 
$185  00.  This  year  the  Directors  hope  to  plant  some  four 
or  five  acres,  and  manufacture  a  large  portion  ot  the  Syrup 
required  for  the  use  of  the  House,  at  a  comparatively  small 
cost. 

During  this  year  we  have  had,  as  you  are  aware,  to  lament 
the  death  of  Mr.  J.  S.  Gould,  our  most  worthy  and  efficient 
Steward.  From  the  2d  day  of  May,  1865,  the  date  of  his 
death,  Mrs.  C.  Gould  remained  in  charge  of  the  House,  and 
conducted  the  same  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner  until  the 
15th  of  September,  when  Mr.  D.  T.  Johnson,  our  present 
Steward,  was  appointed  and  took  charge,  Mrs.  Gould  signi- 
fying a  desire  to  be  relieved  of  the  arduous  duties  required. 

The  Board  have  organized  for  the  .year  1866,  by  electing 
George  Gerst,  President ;  J.  U.  Barr,  Treasurer,  and  M.  Mc- 
Gounigle,  Secretary-  Dr.  Albert  Parchment  has  been  ap- 
pointed Physician,  and  D.  T.  Johnson  Steward. 

In  conclusion,  the  Directors  most  respectfully  desire  to  re- 
turn thanks  to  the  Councils  for  their  kindness  in  furnishius: 
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the  Board  with  the  commodious  room  thej  now  occupy  in 
the  City  Hall,  together  with  a  supply  of  light,  fuel  and 
water,  free  of  charge.

Eelating  to  Bounties  in  the  Second  Ward,  Allegheny  City. 

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Eepre- 
sentatiues  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  As- 
sembly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  shme, 
That  the  School  Directors  of  the  Second  Ward,  Allegheny, 
be  authorized  to  levy  and  collect  a  poll  tax,  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and  every  male  resident  in  said 
ward,  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  ;  Provided,  This  Act 
shall  not  apply  to  those  who  have  already  or  may  subscribe 
and  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Second  ward,  Allegheny 
City  bounty  fund,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  or  upwards  ;  said 
poll  tax  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  bounties  to  volun- 
teers, and  to  be  collected  the  same  as  water  or  other  city 
taxes. 

Approved  March  Eighth,  A.  D.,  One  Thousand  Eight 
Hundred  and  Sixty-five. 


AIT    ACT 

Relative  to  Bounties  in  the  Fourth  Ward,  Allegheny  City. 

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepre- 
senatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  As- 
sembly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  the  School  Directors  of  the  Fourth  ward,  Allegheny 
City  are,  under  the  general  bounty  Act,  approved  tlie  Twenty- 
fifth  day  of  March,  Anno  Domini,  One  Thousand  Eight  Hun- 
dred and  Sixty-four,  to  levy  and  assess  taxes  to  pay  "a  bounty 
to  volunteers,  hereby  authorized  to  assess,  levy  and  collect 
on  all  objects,  persons  or  property,  made  taxable  for  State  or 
County  purposes,  a  tax,  sum  or  rate,  not  exceeding  three  per 
cent,  on  all  property  subject  to  taxation  by  the  laws  of  this 
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Commonwealth,  whether  real,  personal  or  mixed;  and  in 
addition  thereto,  said  School  Directors  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  assess,  levy  and  collect,  from  each 
male  taxable,  in  said  ward,  such  sum  or  tax,  as  said  Board 
may  deem  right,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  upon  any 
taxable  mliabitant ;  said  School  Directors  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  appoint  as  many  collectors  as  they 
may  deem  necessary,  whose  duties  it  shall  be  to  proceed  and 
collect  said  tax  forthwith ;  said  collectors  to  have  all  the 
power  and  authority  to  enforce  the  collection  of  said  tax, 
granted  under  the  existing  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  for 
the  collection  of  any  other  tax.

Hundred  and  Sixty-five. 


AN  ACT 

Eelating  to  Bounties  in  Certain  Districts  in  Allegheny  County. 

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  JRejJre- 
sentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania^  in  General  As- 
sembly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  School  Directors  of  the  borough  of  Duquesne,  and 
the  Third  ward,  Allegheny  City,  and  the  townships  of  Moon, 
Baldwin,  Chartiers  and  Wilkins,  in  the  county  of  Allegheny, 
be  authorized  to  levy  and  collect  a  2)6r  capita  tax,  not  exceed- 
ing twenty-five  dollars,  on  each  and  every  male  resident, 
over  the  age  of  twenty -one  years  :  Provided,  That  this  Act 
shall  not  apply  to  those  who  have  or  may  pay  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  said  districts,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  or  upwards ; 
said  2:>er  capita  tax  to  be  applied  to  the  pa^-ment  of  bounties 
to  volunteers,  and  to  be  collected  the  same  as  other  taxes. 

Sec.  II.  That  the  School  Directors  of  the  Third  ward  of 
Allegheny  City,  and  the  townships  of  Baldwin  and  Wilkins, 
in  the  county  of  Allegheny,  be  further  authorized  to  levy  an 
additional  tax  on  all  real  and  personal  estate,  in  said  districts, 
not  exceeding  three  per  centum,  as  may  be  required,  and 
said  tax  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  bounties  to  volun- 
teers, and  to  be  collected  as  provided  in  the  first  section  of 
this  Act.

Hundred  and  Sixty -five. 
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AIT   ACT 

Amending  the  thirteenth  section  of  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  relating  to  Allegheny 
County,"  approved  the  Ist  day  of  May,  A.  D.,  1861,  relative  to  the  annual  sum  to  be 
paid  the  Mayor  of  Allegheny  City,  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  County  of  Allegheny. 

Section.  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  As- 
sembly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  thirteenth  section  of  an  Act  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  entitled  "  An 
Act  relating  to  Allegheny  county,  "  approved  the  First  day 
May,  Anno  Domini,  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and 
Sixty-one,  be  so  amended  that  the  annual  sum,  to  be 
received  by  the  Mayor  of  Allegheny  City,  out  of  the 
treasury  of  the  county  of  Allegheny,  shall  be  five  hundred 
dollars,  payable  c|uarterly,  from  the  Fifteenth  day  of  Jan- 
uary, Anno  Domini,  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and 
Sixty-five. 

Sec.  II.  That  so  much  of  said  thirteenth  section  as  is 
inconsistent  herewith,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

Supplemental  to  an  Act  relative  to  additional  Water  Works  in  the  City  of  Allegheny. 

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Mouse  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  As- 
sembly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  city  of  Alle- 
gheny, are  hereby  authorized  to  order  and  direct  when  the 
enlargement  of  the  water  works,  contemplated  in  the  orig- 
inal bill,  shall  be  made  ;  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  fill  any  and  all  vacanci(5s  in  the  commissions 
named  in  said  Act,  caused  by  death,  resignation  or  other- 
wise ;  and  all  Act  or  parts  of  Acts,  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  are  hereby  repealed.

Authorizing  the  School  Directors  of  tlie  First  Ward,  City  of  Allegheny,  to  assess,  lery 
and  collect  a  tax  for  bounty  purposes. 

Section.  T.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepre- 
sentatiues  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Bennsylvania,  in  General  As- 
sembly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  School  Directors  of  the  l^irst  ward,  of  the  city  of 
Allegheny,  in  the  county  of  Allegheny,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  and  emp  vvered,  in  addition  to  the  tax 
now  authorized  by  law,  tor  bounty  purposes,  to  levy  and 
collect  an  additional  tax,  not  to  exceed  two  per  cent,  per 
annum  for  the  year  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and 
Sixty-five ;  and  also,  an  additional  ^:)er  captta  tax  of  ten 
dollars  per  annum,  for  the  year  One  Thousand  Eight 
Hundred  and  Sixty-five,  •  or  the  payment  of  bounties  to 
volunteers.

AK  ORDIISrANCE 

Creating  the  OflBce  of  City  Controller,  and  defining  his  duties,  &c. 

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 
of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority 
of  the  same,  That  for  the  present  year,  as  soon  as  may  be 
convenient  after  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance,  and  each  and 
every  year  thereafter,  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 
shall,  by  their  joint  vote,  at  the  annual  meeting  for  the 
election  of  city  officers,  elect  a  citizen  of  said  city,  who  shall 
be  a  competent  accountant,  to  serve  as  Controller  of  said 
city  for  one  year,  or  until  his  successor  shall  be  duly  elected 
and  qualitied,  if  he  so  long  behave  himself  well. 

Sec.  II.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  the 
said  Controller  shall  give  bond  to  the  cit}^,  with  at  least  two 
sureties,  in  the  sum  of  live  thousand  dollars,  to  be  approved 
by  the  Presidents  of  Councils,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties  ;  he  shall  also  take  and  subscribe  an 
oath  or  affirmation  before  proper  authority,  well  and  faith- 
fully and  without  partiality,  to  perform  the  duties  of  said 
office,  said  bond  and  oath  to  be  filed  and  kept  by  the  Clerk 
of  the  Select  Council. 

Sec.  III.  The  salary  of  the  Controller  shall  be  twelve 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  quarterly  out  of  the 
treasury  of  said  city  upon  warrants  drawn  by  the  Mayor. 
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Sec.  IV.  The  said  Controller  shall  have  a  general  super- 
vision iind  control  of  the  fiscal  afliiirs  of  the  city,  and  of  the 
accounts  and  official  acts  of  all  ofiicers  or  other  persons  who 
shall  collect,  receive  or  distribute  the  pubhc  monies  or 
property  of  the  city,  or  who  shall  be  charged  with  manage- 
ment or  custody  thereof ;  and  he  may  at  any  time  require 
from  any  of  them,  in  writing,  an  account  of  all  moneys  or 
property  of  the  city  which  may  have  come  into  their  hands 
or  under  their  control,  and  he  shall  immediately,  on  the  dis- 
discovery  of  any  default  or  delinquency,  report  the  same  to 
the  Councils,  and  shall  take  immediate  measures,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  City  Solicitor,  to  secure  the  public  moneys  or 
property,  and  to  remove  the  delinquent  party  from  office. 

Sec.  V.  The  said  Controller  sliall  keep  or  cause  to  be 
kept  a  full  and  regular  set  of  books,  in  detail  of  the  fiscal 
operations  of  the  city,  embracing  as  many  accounts,  under 
appropriate  titles,  as  may  be  necessary  to  show  distinctly 
and  separateU  all  the  property  of  the  city,  its  receipts  and 
expenditares,  and  all  debts  and  accounts  due  by  or  to  the 
city  by  its  officers  or  others,  the  amount  received  from  each 
source  of  revenue  and  the  expenditures  in  detail,  and  classi- 
fied by  reference  to  the  objects  thereof,  he  shall  prescribe  the 
form  and  manner  of  keeping  all  books  and  papers  used  by 
any  officer  in  connection  with  the  fiscal  aftairs  of  the  city. 

Sec.  VI.  The  said  Controller  shall^  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  February,  annually  communicate  to  Councils,  in 
writing,  a  detailed  estimate  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
for  the  legitimate  purposes  of  the  city,  for  the  current  year, 
including  interest  due  and  to  fall  due  on  all  lawful  debts  of 
the  city  bearing  interest;  and  he  shall  in  the  month  of  Jan- 
uary every  year,  make  a  report  in  writing,  verified  by 
oath  or  affirmation,  to  the  Councils  of  said  city,  of  all  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  city  for  the  preceding  year, 
in  detail,  and  classified  as  required  by  the  fifth  section  of  this 
Ordinance,  together  with  a  full  statement  of  the  financial 
operations  and  condition  of  the  city,  which  report  shall  there- 
upon be  published  for  the  information  of  the  citizens  in  such 
miann6r  as  the  Councils  shall  direct. 

Sec.  VII.  The  said  Controller  shall  keep  his  office  in  the 
building  erected  by  the  city  for  the  accommodation  of  its 
officers,  in  a  room  to  be  furnished  at  the  expense  of  the  city, 
and  shall,  after  the  first  day  of  April  next,  lurnishto  the  Coun- 
cils whenever  required  by  them,  a  detailed  statement  of  the 
accounts  of  any  officer  or  other  person  having  in  his  possession 
or  under  his  control,  funds  or  property  belonging  to  the  city 
and  shall  at  all  times  during  office  hours,  when  reasonably 
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requested  by  any  tax  payer,  give  information  respecting  any 
of  said  accounts. 

Sec.  VIU.  The  said  Controller  shall  scrutinize,  audit  and 
decide  on  all  bills,  claims  and  demands  whatsoever  against 
the  city,  and  all  persons  having  such  claims  shall  first  pre- 
sent the  same  to  the  Controller,  and  if  required,  make  oath 
or  affirmation  before  competent  authority  to  the  correctness 
thereof;  he  may  inquire  and  ascertain  whether  any  officer 
or  agent  of  the  city  is  interested  in  the  contract  under 
which  any  claim  may  arise,  or  has  received  or  is  to  receive 
any  conm^isr^io^,  consideration  or  gratuity  relating  thereto ; 
and  if  he  shall  find  that  any  such  officer  or  agent  is  so  inter- 
ested, he  shall  refuse  to  approve  the  claim  ;  all  claims  which 
he  shall  find  legally  due  he  shall  certify  to  the  Councils. 

Sec.  IX.  That  after  the  Controller  shall  have  assumed 
the  duties  of  his  office  under  this  Ordinance,  the  Mayor  of 
said  city  shall  (h-aw  no  warrant  on  the  Treasury  for  any 
debt,  claim  or  demand  whatsoevei  not  audited  or  approved 
by  the  Controller,  except  for  the  salaries  of  the  city  officers. 

Sec.  X.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Ordi- 
nance all  contracts  made  by  any  of  the  Committees  of  Coun- 
cils, or  any  of  the  city  officers,  involving  an  expenditure 
exceeding  twenty  dollars  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  imme- 
diately after  the  execution  be  filed  with  the  Controller  ;  but 
no  contract  shall  be  made  nor  payment  thereof  certified  by 
the  Controller  for  over  one  hundred  dollars,  unless  when 
made  with  the  lowest  and  best  bidder,  after  clue  notice,  to 
be  published  by  the  Controller  when  directed  by  Councils, 
all  bids  to  be  received  by  the  Controller  under  seal,  and  to 
be  opened  by  him  in  the  presence  of  the  Chairman  of  the 
Standing  Committee  of  Councils  having  charge  of  the  busi- 
ness and  the  contracts  awarded,  of  which  award  the  Con- 
troller shall  keep  a  record;  and  he  shall  certify  no  warrants 
not  made  agreeable  thereto. 

bEC.  XL  That  all  warrants  drawn  on  the  City  'J'reasury 
by  the  Mayor  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  Controller,  who 
shall  keep  a  correct  register  thereof,  noting  the  number,  date 
and  amount  of  each,  the  date  of  payment,  and  to  whom  and 
for  what  issued;  and  shall  report  to  Councils  monthly,  or 
oftener,  if  required  by  them,  the  amouut  of  outstanding 
warrants  registered,  and  the  amount  of  money  in  the 
Trcasur3^ 

Sec  XII.  The  Controller  shall  have  the  custody  of  all 
official  bonds,  (except  his  own),  given  to  the  city,  and  of  all 
title  deeds  to  real  estate  owned  by  the  city,  and  of  all  con- 
tracts entered  into  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  city,  and  of  all 
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books,  documents  and  papers  relating  to  its  financial  affairs, 
and  of  all  bonds  and  other  obligations  issued  by  the  cit  j 
when  paid ;  which  bonds  and  obligations,  when  so  paid 
shall  be  distinctly  cancelled  by  him  and  carefully  and  regu- 
larly filed,  a  register  of  which  cancellation  shall  be  kept  by 
him  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  XIII.  The  Treasurer  of  said  city  shall  pay  no  money 
out  of  the  City  Treasury  except  on  a  warrant  drawn  by  the 
Mayor  and  countersigned  by  the  Controller.

the  minutes  of  that  date  will  more  fully  appear,  of  the  one  part  and  John  Voeghtly, 
of  Allegheny  County  and  State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  Martin  Voeghtly,  of  Mun- 
roe  County  and  State  of  Ohio,  of  the  other  part. 

"WITNESSETH,  That  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part,  in  con- 
sideration of  the  covenants  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  for 
the  sum  of  One  Dollar  to  them  in  hand,  paid  by  the  parties  of 
the  second  part,  the  receipt  of  which  is  hereby  acknowl- 
edged, doth  hereby  agree  to  and  with  the  parties  of    the 
second  part,  to  supply  them,  the  said  parties  ot  the    second 
part,  with  water  from  their  works,  situate  on  Troy  Hill,  (the 
property  or  district  to  be  supplied  with  water  is  embraced  in

Troy  Hill,  immediately  west  of  the  basin,  laid   out  by  tl  e 
said  John  and  Martin  Voeghtly,  a  plan  of  which  is  attached

The  said  parties  of^the  second  part  for  them- 
selves, their   heirs,    executors,  administrators    and   assigns, 
doth  covenant  and  agree  to  pay  unto  the  said  parties  of  the 
first  part,  for  the  use  of  said  water  from  their  works,  at  the 
rate  of  twenty-five  percent,  additional  to  the  rates  now  paid 
or  to  be  paid,  by  the  citizens  of  Allegheny,  which  said  rates 
shall  be  assessed  by  the  Water  Assessor  of  the  City  of  Alle- 
gheny, who  shall  have  all  the  power  and  privileges  which  is 
hereby  granted  him  by  the  said  parties  of  the  second   part, 
to  visit  and  examine  all  the  premises  of  all  persons  usingthe 
water  supplied  as  aforesaid  by  the  parties  of  the  first  part 
under  this  agreement,  which  he  now  possesses  by  the  Ordi- 
nances of  said  city,  or  that  may,  from  time  to  time,  by  Ordi- 
nances regularly  adopted,  given  him.  And  it  is  further  agreed 
that  the  parties  of  the  second  part  shall  lay  and  put  down 
at  their  own  proper  cost  and  expense,  (under  and  by  direc- 
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tiou  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Water  Works),  all  main 
and  service  pipes,  and  they,  the  parties  of  the  second  part, 
doth  hereby  waive  and  forever  relinquish  to  the  city,  all 
their  right,  title,  interest  and  claim,  to  a  certain  roadway  in 
front  or  on  the  south  side  of  said  water  basin,  by  them 
reserved  in  the  deed  of  conveyance  to  the  city,  the  lot  or 
parcel  of  ground  on  which  the  basin  is  located.  And  the 
said  parties  of  the  second  part  do  further  agree,  that  the  said 
parties  of  the  first  part  shall  not  be  held  liable  or  in  any  manner 
responsible  for  damages  or  loss  that  may  arise  for  want  of  a 
sutticient  supply  of  water  while  necessary  repairs  are  being 
made  to  any  part  of  said  works,  or  caused  by  unavoidable 
accidents.  And  that  they  will  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  the 
assessments  of  water  tax,  made  by  the  Assessor  of  water  tax 
as  aforesaid,  into  the  City  Treasury,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  of  Assembly,  passed  February  27th,  A. 
D.,  1860,  relating  to  the  collection  of  taxes  in  the  City  of 
Allegheny,  And  it  is  distinctly  understood  between  the 
parties  to  this  agreement,  that  in  case  of  neglect  or  refusal 
to  comply  with  any  or  all  of  the  foregoing  covenants  and

Amending  the  17th  Section  of  Chapter  17th,  of  the  new  City  Code.

One  room,  occupied  by  one  person,  $2,50 ;  two  rooms,  occu 
pied  by  two  persons  or  less,  §4,00 ;  three  rooms,  occupied  by 
three  persons  or  less,  $5,75  ;  four  rooms,  occupied  by  four 
persons  or  less,  $7,75;  five  rooms,  occupied  by  five  persons  or 
less,  •:;8,75  ;  six  rooms,  occupied  by  six  persons  or  less,  $10,25. 
And  for  every  additional  person  over  ten  years  of  age,  $1. 
Houses  containing  more  than  six  rooms  and  more  than  six 
persons,  shall  be  assessed  an  additional  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents  per  room,  and  for  each  individual  person  over  ten  years 
of  age,  $1.  Small  rooms,  such  as  are  usually  over  halls, 
attic  stories,  shed  roofs  over  kitchens  or  back  buildings,  shall 
be  assessed  $1  each.  Large  rooms^  equal  in  size  to  two  com- 
mon rooms,  shall  be  assessed  as  two  rooms,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  assessor.  Hotels,  taverns,  drinldng  saloons,  &c.,  cot- 
ton factories,  breweries,  tanneries,  and  all  places  where  steam 
is  used,  shall  be  charged  special  rates,  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Water  Committee,  except  where  supplied  by  water  measure. 
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then  the  rate  shall  be  oue  and  a  half  cents  per  one  hundred 
gallons.  Also  a  further  rate,  exclusive  of  any  rate  that  may 
be  charged  by  the  foregoing,  on  the  following  items,  viz  : 
Public  baths  each,  the  sum  of  $10 ;  private  baths  each,  cold 
water,  $2;  private  bath  each,  hot  water,  $3;  water  closets, 
public  and  private,  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  $10,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Assessor.  Plug  wash  hand  basins  each, 
$1,50  ;  carriages,  omnibuses,  buggies,  &c.,  from  $2,50  to  $10, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Assessor.  Horses  each,  $1,50  ;  cows 
each,  75  cents ;  slaughtering  houses  each,  from  $3  to  $5  ; 
store  rooms,  separate  and  apart  from  dwellings,  from  $2,50 
to  $6,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Assessor.  Hj'drants^or  any 
other  arrangements,  (separate  from  hydrants  in  common  use) 
for  washing  pavements,  from  $3  to  $6,  and  garden  or  lawn 
hose,  from  $2,50  to  $12,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Assessor. 
Barber  shops,  one  chair,  $5;  for  each  additional  chair  used, 
$3 ;  blacksmith  shops,  each  forge,  $2 ;  building  purposes, 
each  1000  bricks  laid,  seven  cents ;  building  purposes,  each 
perch  of  stone  laid;  four  cents ;  plastering  purposes,  each 
one  hundred  yards,  thirty-five  cents  ;  plastering  on  contract, 
price  three  per  cent.;  churches  from  $3  to  $7 ;  schools  from 
$3  to  $6 ;  offices,  separate  from  dwellings  and  stores,  $2  ; 
bakeries,  for  each  barrel  baked,  one  cent ;  fountains  in  yards 
or  garden,  a  jet  of  3-16,  $5  ;  each  additional  jet,  $2;  brick 
yards,  for  each  1000  brick  made,  ten  cents.  Permits  for 
sprinkling  the  streets  will  be  issued  by  the  Assessor,  the  as- 
sessment to  be  not  less  than  $5  nor  more  than  $15  at  his 
discretion.  The  Committee  on  Water  reserves  the  right  to 
suspend  the  use  of  the  water  for  sprinkling  streets  whenever 
in  their  opinion  the  public  exigencies  may  require  it.  Any 
person  or  persons  believiug  themselves  agrieved  by  the  As- 
sessor in  levying  the  water  tax,  may  at  any  time  appeal  for 
redress  to  the  ( iommittee  on  "Water,  stating  facts  under  oath 
or  affirmation,  administered  by  competent  authority.

ABDIEL  McCLURE,  Recorder, 


AN  ORDINANCE 

Eesulating  Turnouts  and  Switches  in  the  City  of  Allegheny. 

Section  I.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  hij  the  Select  and  Com- 
mon Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by 
the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the  Controller,  in  connection 
with  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Committee  on  Streets,  is 
hereby  authorized  to  grant  a  license,  in  writing,  to  any  per- 
son or  Company  owning  or  occupying  property  situated  upon 
any  street,  avenue,  or  alley,  through  which  any  railroad 
entering  or  passing  through  the  city  may  be  laid,  to  attach 
turnout's,  bolting  tracks  or  SAvitchesto  the  main  tracks  thereof, 
the  consent  of  the  Railroad  Company  being  first  obtained; 
said  turnouts,  bolting  tracks  or  switches  to  be  laid  down  in 
such  manner  as  to  conform  to  the  established  height  and 
level  of  the  streets,  avenue  or  alley  in  which  they  may  be 
placed ;  such  license  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
24^d  other  Ordinances  which  may  hereafter  be  enacted  rela- 
ting to  railroads,  turnouts  or  othei  fixtures  in  the  City  of 
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Allegheny.  Provided,  Such  license  shall  not  be  granted  for 
a  longer  term  than  one  year,  nor  for  a  less  period  than  six 
months.  And  provided  further,  That  no  turnout,  bolting 
track,  switch  or  other  fixture  shall  be  permitted  to  extend 
beyond  the  property  owned  or  occupied  by  the  person  or 
Company  applying  therefor,  and  situated  and  fronting  on  the 
line  of  the  street,  avenue,  or  alley  on  which  the  railroad  is 
constructed,  with  which  said  turnout,  bolting  track,  switch, 
or  other  fixture  is  to  connect.  And  promdcd  also,  That  this 
section  shall  not  be  construed  to  conflict  in  any  manner  with 
the  right  of  any  Railroad  Company  to  regulate  and  control 
any  turnout,  bolting  track,  switch  or  other  fixture,  which 
may  be  constructed  or  laid  in  pursuance  hereof. 

Sec.  II.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Com- 
mittee on  Streets,  from  time  to  time,  to  establish  and  put  in 
force  such  regulations  and  restrictions  in  relation  to  such 
turnouts,  bolting  tracks  or  switches,  their  construction  and 
materials,  and  the  repairing  thereof,  as  to  the  said  Committee 
shall  seem  proper  and  fit ;  and  no  turnout,  bolting  track, 
switch  or  other  fixture  shall  be  attached  to  any  railroad  or 
laid  on  any  street,  avenue  or  alley,  or  be  considered  as  re- 
paired, unless  the  same  shall  conform  in  every  particular  to 
the  rules  and  regulations  so  adopted. 

Sec.  III.  That  all  such  turnouts,  bolting  tracks,  switches
